According to astronomers we may 
expect the appearance of the "Star of 
Bethlehem" this year, which will be 
tbe 6th time since tbe birth ot Christ.

It is tbe intention, in return- 
ing each flag, to give its history as far 
u it is possible to dn so, stating tbe 
circumstances of Its capture and re- 
covery." 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says : 
"The Czar is incensed at the tone 
adopted by the Russian press in regard 
to his foreign policy. TheCzar aims at 
maintaining peac, and his [ml icy em- 
phasizes the traditional amity between 
Russia and Germany.''
